Rotary Club To Make.

It was years ago that Wendell 
Phillips said, “The cities will some 
'day come to be a strain on the con- | 
stitution @f the United States to 


which the strain of slavery cannot 
be compared. | 

And Tuesday the Atlanta Rotary 
Club heard a magnificent talk by Dr. | 
Herman J.. Turner, campaign chair- 
man of the Community Chest drive 
which begins next week. And heard 
him tell of the strain which the cities 
are putting on the constitution of the 
United States today. 

“The cities are the centers of our 
life,” he said. “It is there we have 
hunger and unemployment and stunt- 
ed morality and dwarfed bodies and 
the dissipation of self-respect in its 
greatest phase. 

‘The history of our nation is writ- 
ten largely in our cities. There were 
the Knickerbockers of New York; the 
Quakers of Philadelphia; the tea par- 
ty at Boston; the Creoles of New Or- 
leans and so on. From the cities go 
out the influences of politics, cul- 
ture, literature and art.” 

Struggle Pictured. 

And then he pictured, dramatically | 
and forcibly, the struggle in the cities | 
and explained why the agencies which 
come within the Community Chest. 
are necessary and vital to the needs | 
of the cities, humanity and_ social | 
service, 

“Only the strong and the skilled 
may survive in the cities,” he said. 
“And it is inevitable there must he | 
some who cannot help themselves. We 
can walk down the streets of our | 
city or of any city and see the results | 
of the city. We will find those dwarf- | 
ed in morality, in mind and in body. 

“Tt has become our task, not only 
to see that these people are fed but 
to accomplish the greater task of fill- 
ing between meals. By that IT mean 
seeing to it that these people have 
a chance to be rehabilitated in self- 
respect, brought back into society in- 
stead of remaining a drain on so- 
ciety.

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BAVARIAN BISHOP. 
FREED, GUARDED 


Meiser Placed Under Sur-. 
veillance, Religious 
Feeling Runs High: 


MUNICH, Bavaria, Oct. 16.—(UP) 
Bishop Hans Meiser, of the Bavarian 
Evangelical church, was given his lib- 
erty Monday, only to be placed once 
more under police guard, and confined 
to his palace under strict surveillance. 

No reasons were advanced for the 
official change in temper, but at the 
time of his earlier release it was an- 
nounced that his freedom was “pro- 
Visional,”’ 

“He will be given all freedom ot 
movement unless he agitates against 
the constituted authorities of the 
church,” an official announcement de- 
clared. “No foree will be used and 
no arrests will be made during the 
process of unifying the Havarian 
church. 

The religious passions aroused by 
Bishop Meiser's ousting and his ar- 
rest were extremely high tonight. A 
spokesman for the opposition to the 
nazi-dominated central church govern- 
ment, his eves blazing with auger, told 
the United Preas that the rebellion 
against Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller 
would continue unabated. 

“We can understand,” he said, “the 
desire for a reich world. We would 
welcome it. But it must be a church 

not a political instrument. 

“The Lord of the Christian church 
is Christ, not Hitler.” 

He asserted that only 20 of the 
1.400 Evangelican pastors will sup- 
port “Reichsbishop Mueller.

PROPHECY WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.— Confidential advance 
dope on the coming election, collected by the New 
Dealers for their own private information, is so amazing they dare 
NOT give it out. = 
It shows they actually expect to gain 10 to 20 seats in the 
house instead of losing 35 to 50, as they have been saying publicly. 
Furthermore, it has encouraged them to believe they will gain e®ght 
or nine senate seats instead of 5, as General Farley has been saying. 
In other words, they expect a landslide approximating the greatest 
sweeps in the history of American politics. 


PROPAGANDA? That sounds like democratic propaganda, but

word to various headquarters here that Upton Sinclair is 
doomed. That is why California stocks and bonds recently stopped 
falling. Both democrats and republicans seem to be quite happy at 
the prospect of Upton’s political demise. 

Mr. Sinclair’s trouble was that he wrote too much. His ad- 
versaries have collected all he said against the churches and church 
people. They also have collected a large (for these times) cam- 
paign chest and are wsing it to advertise Mr. Sinclair's early lit- 
erary efforts; with devastating effect. 

The wisest politicians, however, are not inclined to count any 
heads before they fall in the basket. They are discounting surface 
developments and still believe regretfully that Sinclair has at least 
an even chance to win.

The truth is that no American of normal intelligence believes in 
making war when it isn’t necessary. 

And if enemies should invade our land, looting, burning, ravishing 
and murdering, there isn't a normal citizen among us so bankrupt of 
pride and honor that he would not do his part to destroy them. 

We are all agreed in our haired of war and our hope for peace. 

The only disagreement concerns the method of making America safe. 

If complete disarmament wili insure peace, let us destroy every gun. 

If other nations will agree to disarm, let us covenant with them to 


| destroy all the machinery of war. 


But suppose the others will not disarm. What then? We know that 
America will not make war to gain new territory or loot the resources 


of a richer neighbor, but what of other nations? 


Can the police disarm while bandits carry guns? Is it wicked to 
keep a gun in the house if prowling thugs threaten our lives and 


property? 


Surely there is no debate concerning the right and wisdom of self- 
defense. 

The one debatable question is whether adequate armament will en- 
courage or prevent war. Talk of disarmament is useless, for other

Will the power to protect ourselves insure us peace? 
This much, at least, is certain. Little nations often hate big ones, 


yet never dare to attack them. To be unbeatable is to be unmolested.

Colonel Lindbergh, the first to make 
a non-stop flight from New York to 
Paris, is the first of a group of cele- 
brated American transoceanic fliers 
who have been invited to give their 
views on the formulation of a perma- 
ment government air policy.

Nolen Richardson, popular Atlanta 
boy and former star shortstop at the 
University of Georgia, is back home 
after one of his best seasons in base- 
ball. 

Nolen, who was the property of the 
Detroit Tigers for several years, left 
the ranks of that club a year too soon 


to share in the World Series, but he 
played on a championship club never- 
theless. 

Richardson was the regular short- 
stop of Ike Boone’s Toronto Maple 
Leafs, which club won. the Shaugh- 
nessy system playoff in the Interna- 
tional league by beating Newark and 
Rochester in four out of seven games 
and then extended Columbus, the 
American association champion, to 
nine games in the “Little World Se- 
ries.’ 

As a result of his fine season, 
which saw his playing in 173 games 
ut short for Toronto and driving in 
around 80 runs, Richardson will get 
a trial with the Cincinnati Reds next 
Spring, along with Ike Boone, who led 
the International league in batting 
with .369. 

“Boone is the greatest hitter I ever 


saw, either in the majors or minors,” 


Richardson stated. 

Toronto had an excellent ball club. 
Other southerners, besides Richardson 
and Boone, who played on it included 
‘Scrappy’ Moore, former Georgia ath- 
lete and now University of Chatta- 
nooga football coach, and Murray 
(Red) Howell, the hefty Atlanta boy 
who batted .330 with the Leafs. 

Richardson spoke highly of the im- 
proved hitting ability of Fred Sing- 
ton, who played with Albany. 


“We couldn’t get Big Freddie out 
all season and you ought to see him 
field now. He struck me as a real 
hitter and I believe he will make good 
with Washington,” he declared. 

In the Little World Series with 
Columbus, Richardson played against 
Nick .Cullop,: still a great hitter in 
the Association, and Tom Angley, for- 
mer Crackers. 

“Cullop can still hit the ball and 
batted around .400 against us,” he 
stated. 

Of the drafting of Harry Kelley by 
the Toronto club, Richardson said that 
he knew nothing, other than it is his 
personal belief that Kelley is slated 
to land with Cincinnati, as hinted in 
previous dispatches.

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Surgeons Told of Gland Grafting | 


To Make Up Calcium Deticiency 


BOSTON. Oct. 16.—(UP)+The 
American College of Surgeons was 
told today how, if the body isn’t get- 
ting enough of a certain element such 
as calcium, gland tissues can be graft- 
ed into an arm pit or a leg to sup- 
ply the deficiency. 

Dr. Harvey B. Stone, of Baltimore, 

described his success in offsetting fail- 
ure of ductless glands—the tremen- 
dously important little valves which 
act a@ control stations in the flow 
of chemical secretions in the human 
body. 
A function of the parathyroid 
glands, for instance, is to regulate 
the calcium content of the blood 
stream. When the calcium supply 
fails, due to gland trouble, a nerv- 
ous twitching of the upper lip, and 
then of the extremities, results. This 
may be remedied by dosing the suffer- 
er with calcium, but the treatment is 
not always successful. 

Previous grafting operations were 
not always successful because the new 
tissues either withered away, became 
absorbed, or were thrown off by the 
body. As Dr. Stone described the new 
technique, the secret is in putting the 


new gland material through a train- 
ing course, so to speak. 

In blood transfusions the blood of 
a donor must be compatible with that 
of the recipient and, similarly, in 
gland transplantations the new gland 
material must be made compatible 
with the body of the patient. It is 
coaxed into being so. 

Finely cut gland cells are placed 
in synthetic blood composed of salt, 
soda and potassium in water. To this 
is added serum from the patient. The 
new cells are watched carefully to see 
whether they get along in their new 
surroundings. If they thrive, they are 
put on probation for two to four 
weeks. 

If satisfactory they are placed in 
the patient’s body by way of the pit 
of the arm or leg. In such a location, 
it was discovered, they may be placed 
in contact with the blood stream and 
be protected from, for _ instance, 
enough pressure from muscle sheaths 
to put them out of commission. They 
fulfill the desired function of supply- 
ing calcium to the bloodstream, and do 
it far removed from the normal 
thyroid location in the throat.

Market Outlook

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—(UP)— 
The stock market again tonight had 
been pushed into a position which 
may demonstrate whether it is ready 
for a rise or is to continue in the 
narrow rut of recent weeks. 

Traders held conflicting views about 
the “testing period.” 

The market tonight had to be 
judged almost entirely from scientific 
angles—or “dumb luck” in the case 
of some traders—as business, gov- 
ernment and international develop- 
ments had little meaning market- 
wise. 

Nothing new developed in the 
monetary situation to warrant. trad- 


ing activity. Certain Wall Street 
groups continued to feel that infla- 
tion will be necessary. Cotton traders 
shouted this opinion most loudly to- 
day. 

FEW FACTORS. 


So far as business was concerned, 
there were few factors to give the 
market any impetus. One private es- 
timate indicated that steel produc- 
tion would rise to 35 per cent of ca- 
pacity in the fourth quarter, but 
the rise has not started yet. Another 
view was that additional companies 
would make unsatisfactory showings 
when their third quarter earnings re- 
ports came in—but Wall Street ex- 
pected the good and bad to counter- 
balance for the third quarter. The 
railroad problem continues delicate 
with little optimism towards those 
issues. 

Interest in mercantile shares con- 
tinues with steady buying but insuf- 
ficient to bring any tremendous snap 
to the rate of trading. 

Thus the market tonight depends 
almost entirely on its own action. 
Traders pointed out the market again 
was at the delicate high as judged 
by the averages. 

DOW-JONES AVERAGES. 


Dow-Jones compilations 
close today showed: 

Industrial, 95.25; railroad, 36.36; 
utility, 20.12. 

The industrial average thus is just 
below the close last Thursday of 
95.50. That average proved the high. 
Saturday’s market slipped back. The 
Thursday average was the  push- 
through of the so-called 92-93 level 
in the Dow-Jones averages. But the 
imnetus behind that push was not 
sufficiently great to prove a strong 
rallying market. 

Tomorrow the market has its chance 
of again proving itself. 

Statisticians still feel that there 
is a necessity for prices to take a 
good recession before any rallying 
movement can get under way. But 
this view is not generally held among 
the trading group. Most of the latter 
are optimistic about the market and 
the worst they can see at the moment 
is a continuation of backing and fill- 
ing. permitting the market a chance 
to recover before again starting for- 
ward, 

Grains gave a good account of 
themselves today as the bureau of 
agricultural economics estimated high- 
er prices for both wheat and corn. 
This sentiment carried into other 
commodity markets with the outlook 
for cotton improved at the moment.
